•which has 'become the second largest 
of its kind, is plainly at the begin- 
ning of still greater things. The ris- 
ing price of meat is teaching the 
American people the value of fish as 
food; varieties that were scorned noi 
many years ago new fetch a good 
price, and the demand is constantly 
increasing. 


This growth has been accompanied 


by changes in method that promise 
to alter the whole aspect of the busi- 
ness within a few years. The pass- 
ing order is represented by the old 
T wharf, and <by the typical New Eng- 
land fishing captain •who owns his 
schooner, takes his catch with seine 
and line, and sells it to the highest 
•bidder. He is the pictureque .figure 
of the business and the man who 
made it what it is. The new order 
has come with the building of the 
million dollar fish ipier, which is not 
a subject of art like the old one, but 
a lesson in efficiency, and with the 
steam trawler. 


This type of steam fishing boat is 


the trawler of which you have read 
so much in the war dispatches from 
Europe, where it is now being used 
for the perilous business of finding 
mines. 


An enterprising Boston fish dealer 


bought the American rights to the 
trawler patents, and now 
nine of 


these vessels are operating from this 
port despite the bitter opposition of 
all old-time-fishermen. . They claim 
that the trawlers are exterminating 
the fish, destroying the sea-pastures 
and tearing up their fishing gear. The 
quarrel led to an investigation b> 
the United States Bureau of Fish- 
eries, which vindicated the trawlers

this year has been one of the most 
strenuous of our best little Indoor 
sports. There are several reasons^or 
this. 


In the first place there were doz- 


ens of good linesmen, but 
few 
of 


these players stood out itt bold re- 
lief from the many. 
For another 


thing, yuarterbacks of the scintillat- 
ing variety were conspicuous 'because 
of their absence from the gridirons 
of the country. Backfleld men, aside 
from those playing the pivot posi- 
tions, -were plentiful, and it Is to ibo 
expected that the many all-American 
elevens which will be picked by the 
exporting folks will vary In so far as 
the complexion of the backflelds is 
concerned. 


First of all, the season of 1916 


has been more or less of an off year 
particularly in the east. 
In so far 


as the big teams of the country are 
concerned, the same applies to the 
v.-est, wfth the exception 
of 
Ohio 


State and Minnesota. 
Eastern uni- 


versities of the "major league" class 
showed very poorly in comparison to 
the standard set in other years, and 
the smaller 
colleges 
found 
their 


chance to shine as they 
have 
not 


fchone for years. 


Of the many eastern elevens Pitts- 


burgh and the Army stand undefeat- 
pd, with sentiment in general conced- 
ing Pittsburgh the right to lay claim 
to the Eastern title. 
Colgate's de- 


feat of Brown upset the dope bucket 
as the season came to a close, and 
Colgate's achievement stands out as 
the most notable feature of eastern 
football, not excepting Yale's sensa- 
tional victory over Harvard. In the 
west, Ohio State w«nt through her 
schedule without a defeat, and stands 
at the head of the column of title 
aspirants alone. But there was an- 
other great eleven in the Big Nine- 
Minnesota. 
Coach Williams' football 


machine has been rated as one of the 
greatest that ever represented the 
Gopher state, and when it is remem- 
bered that it steam-rolled South Da- 
kota, Wisconsin and Chicago by over- 
whelming scores, its strength is ap- 
parent. 


In selecting a representative team 


from the many schools of the coun- 
try, the football 
exporting 
(person 


fpels that he should choose the play- 
ers who have shown the most value 
to their teams as consistent perform- 
r-rs. 
Many a football player stands 


out as a brilliant star 1n one same, 
but suffers a reversal of form in four 
or five others. 
Such players cannot 


fairly be classed with the players who 
show no consistency. 


Speed, a thorough knowledge of

flclencv in the old and new style 
?ame on both offense and defense 


are the things required of the play- 
er of Ail-Amf-rjian caijarc.

not been made without "areful M'id.. 
of the merits of the players, and al- 
though other combinations of players 
might be made that wuuld stake ;ip 
on a par with th ones we have to of- 
fer, 
it Is our belief that

team could be picked from the grid- 
irons of the country this year. 


As we have previously mentioned, 


there has been little to choose be- 
tween the better linesmen who have 
playd throushought the season. Take 
the ends, for instance. The man se- 
lected represent different sections of 
the country, and both played bril- 
liantly throughout the season. 
Bas- 


ton, of Minnesota. wai> by far 
the 


•best end in the west. Comerforu, of 
Yale, was as good an end an the east 
could offer, 
both of these players 


are fast men, good open field run- 
ners, 
capable 
of 
picking

through a broken field and adepts in 
handling the forward pass. Each has 
the necessary faculty of boxing op. 
iponents and each has proven himself 
a whirlwind in the art of shattering 
interference. 
Herron, of Pittsburgh 


and Harte, of Harvard, are placed on 
the second eleven, and there Is little 
to choose between them. 


West, of Colgate, Wg. powerful 


fast for his size and strong on both 
offensive and defensive, is awarded 
one of the tackle positions. 
In the 


Brown game West's work was one of 
the features. 
The other tackle posi- 


tion goes to Hauser, of Minnesota, a 
linesman of unusual 
ability, 
and 


easily the best tackle who played In 
the western conference. 


Captain Biack, of Yale, is perhaps 


the most aggressive guard who pli.y 
ed on an American gridiron this year 
and to him we have awarded a cuard 
position. Thornbill, Pitt's giant for- 
ward, Is given the other 
guarding 


barth, Both Black and Thornbill art 
highly experienced players who, like 
Hauser and West, can 'be depended 
upon to open big gaps in the enemy 
line, and who showed the ability to 
smother plays directed against them. 


The center position has been more 


or less a toss-up between Peck, of 
Pittsburgh, and McEwan, 
of 
the 


Army. Both men are powerful lines 
men, 
adepts in passing the ball, stars 


In offensive as well as defensive play- 
ing—in fact, the cream of the entire 
country in their positions. Peck, ac- 
ording to most football authorities, 
has the slightest sort of a ibulge on 
McEwan, and he is awarded the posi- 
tion on the first team.
